Carrollton in Dallas 
and Denton Counties also 
had an estimated 16 percent 
growth rate.

NCTCOG estimates that it 
reached 38,300 on Jan. I of 
this year.

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State Alligator Population Booming

A U STIN , Tex. (U P I) - 
Texas alligators thought to 
be endangered just six years 
ago now are so numerous 
authorities fear humans 
may be in more danger than 
the reptiles. Lawmakers are 
being asked to repeal a 1969 
law prohibiting killing the 
reptiles. 
“ W e’re literally up to our 
fannies in 
allig ators 
in 
places,” says Ted 
Clark, 
w ildlife director for the 
Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Department. 
Latest estimates of the 
alligator 
population 
in 
Jefferson 
County 
indicate 
there are 
13,600 of the 
animals in a 312-square mile 
area, an average of 44 per 
square mile. 
Parks officials estimate 
there are 36,600 distributed 
over 7,700 square miles of 
suitable 
habitat 
in 
97 
counties in the state. The 
alligator population is in­ 
creasing so rapidly in 34 
counties experts are con­ 
cerned 
the reptiles are 
reaching 
the 
saturation 
point. 
“ There’s more alligators 
than most people realize,” a 
biologist says. “ They were 
down some a few years ago 
but in recent years they’ve 
really boomed back.” 
Sen. D. Roy Harrington, 
D-Port Arthur, author of the 
1969 
law 
protecting 
alligators, is sponsoring a 
bill this year to repeal the 
earlier measure and give the 
parks department authority 
to 
manage 
the 
reptile 
population. 
“ Right now the law is 
nobody can kill an alligator 
or even have an alligator 
hide in his possession,” 
Harrington said. “ We passed 
it because they were about to 
become extinct. But they’ve

celebration of his 50th year 
as a western star July 10-13

Montie Montana Days in his 
native state. 
The old rodeo trick rider 
and roper has worked every 
major rodeo in the United 
States and Canada and has 
ridden in 42 consecutive 
Rose Bowl P arades. He 
worked in movies with Will 
Rogers, 
Bill 
“ Hopalong 
Cassidy” Boyd 
and Joel 
McCrea. 
> 
“Mostly it was my roping 
people were interested in,” 
he said. “I never rode any 
bucking horses.” 
Montie did his trick riding 
on old Rex. He keeps 15 pinto 
horses on his 20 acre San 
Fernando Valley ranch. 
These days he works with a 
25-year-old horse who is Rex 
No. 8. 
No drugstore cowboy and 
mercifully not a singing one, 
Montie loves the outdoor life. 
He rides on roundups on 
various ranches owned by 
his western friends. Usually 
he takes along a pinto colt to 
break in. 
“Joel McCrea has a ranch 
and when it’s branding time 
I run on up there and help 
with the irons,” Montie said, 
grinning. “And Ben John­ 
son—now th e re ’s a real 
cowboy—he goes along too. 
“ I still make about a 
hundred 
personal 
ap­ 
pearances a year. And I 
show up at the big rodeos. 
But there isn’t much money 
in it anymore. 
“There are more rodeos 
than ever but 
there are 
fewer acts like mine because 
the cowboys are demanding 
too much money for purses. 
But Lord knows they earn it 
riding the bulls and broncs. 
‘“Course, it isn’t as tough 
as it used to be back in the 
1920s and 30s. In those days 
they had the wild horse 
races, chariot races and 
Roman 
races 
where 
a 
cowboy 
rode 
a 
team 
bareback with a foot on each 
horse.” 
Montie is the best trick 
roper alive today, but he 
cheerfully admits his friend 
Will Rogers was the greatest 
of them all. 
“We worked the Santa 
Monica rodeo together in 
1931,” Montie recalled. “He 
saw a guy do a trick he’d 
never seen before. Right 
away he paid him to learn 
how to do it himself. 
“Will loved cowboys and 
rodeos. I still have a rope he 
knotted for me. 
“Maybe I wouldn’t have 
stayed with roping if I hadn’t 
been so poor and needed to 
work. When I was a boy 
roping was part of life on my 
father’s ranch in Montana. It 
still is on cattle ranches. 
“ But there a re n ’t any 
more wild west shows and 
the movies aren’t interested 
in 
cowboys 
anym ore. 
Television burned ‘em up too 
fast. 
“But cowboy pictures will 
come back because they 
show right from wrong and 
the good guy always wins. 
“If you ask me, that’s the 
way it should be,” Montie 
Montana concluded

U of P Sets 4-Game Series 


Strong hitting University of Texas 
baseball players will be looking down the 
muzzle of University of Plano pitching in a 
four-game series beginning Friday at 
Austin. 
The University of Texas at Austin, the 
Southwest Conference champs with a 41-5 
record, will host the Pirate baseballer of 
Coach Steve Adair Friday and Saturday in 
twi-night doubleheaders, 6 and 8 p.m. 
The four-game series will end the 
University of Plano baseball season and 
serve as a warm-up for the University of 
Texas, who will enter the NCAA playoffs 
as the SWC representative. 
“The University of Texas wants to play 
us because of our pitching,” Coach Steve 
Adair said. “We have one of the best 
pitching staffs in the state and UT wanted 
to look at some good pitching before they 
enter the playoffs.” 
The three leading University of Plano 
pitchers have impressive stats, like an 
average Earned Run Average of 1.56. 
Larry Hughes, a righthander out of 
Irving MacArthur, has been the leading U 
of P pitcher to date with an ERA of 1.30 
enroute to a season record of 10-2. Hughes 
has pitched 81 innings. 
Chuck Bancroft, 11-5 record, has im­ 
pressed the pro baseball scouts with his 
I 58 ERA. Bancroft, a smoke throwing 
righthanded fastballer, has struckout 113 
batters in his 111 innings of work. 
Gilbert Bernal rounds out the U of P 
pitching force with 78 innings of ex­ 
perience this year with an ERA of 1.80. 
Bernal, another righthander, has an 8-4 
record. 
“Those pitching statistics are almost 
unbelievable,” Coach Adair said. “But 


pitching has been our strong point this 
season. Our hitting hasn’t been too strong 
and we’ve had to rely on our pitching.” 
University of Plano baseball pitchers 
haven’t faced a team with the credentials 
of the University of Texas at Austin. 
“Probably the strongest hitting team 
we’ve played this season was Jarvis- 
Christian,” Coach Adair said. “They hit 
the ball pretty well, probably as well as the 
University of Texas.” 
“One thing is for sure. We’ll see just how 
good our pitchers are this weekend.” 
Leading the batting assault against the 
University of Texas will be Pirate out­ 
fielder Randy Phillips. Phillips has hit .361 
and also is the U of P’s leading producer of 
hits with 43 for the season to date. 
Phillips is a lefthanded hitter that has 24 
RBIs, second best; two homeruns, three 
triples and 12 doubles to his credit. 
Larry Uribe, second baseman, should 
figure heavily in Pirate scoring. Uribe, a 
Plano High School graduate, is the leading 
producer of RBIs with 28, and also the 
second leading batter at .336. 
Uribe, a lefthander, is a consistent 
performer with 41 hits including 13 doubles 
and two homeruns. In two previous 
seasons in a U of P uniform, Uribe hit .330 
and .290. 
James King, shortstop, has a 
.303 
average and Leonard Evans, outfielder, 
has a hefty .287 average. 
As a team the U of P carries a .266 
average. 
“That’s really ironic because we hit .266 
last year as a team,” Adair said. 
“However, we have five starters that are 
batting under .250 and that is rare for a 
team with a record like ours.”
